Mr. Goodale was an old aud re- 
spected citizea of Elko county, and 
his sudden death produced a shock 
in the community where he has re- 
sided for many years.

THE BIGGS & FARIS RANCH. 
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Below will be found some very g 1 , 
* 


timely remarks on the Fall and 


Winter care of sheep which we find 
in the Chicago Wool Journal: 

It is a good plan to always keep 
up with the work on the farm. As 
a general rule there is always a 
best time for doing all kinds of 
farm work, and the nearer we are 
able to work to this the better will 
be the results. This holds not 
only with the crops, but also in 
the management of the stock. To 
fail to store away a full supply of 
feed, and to wait until the shelter 
is actually needed, before building, 
is at best a very poor plan of man- 
agement, and is certain to entail 
more or less loss than could have 
been avoided. A loss that is un- 
avoidable is bad enough, but when 
it could have been avoided by a 
little planning ahead, it is that 
much worse. For this reason we 
must, to aconsiderable extent, pro- 
vide ahead. At anytime now we 


are liable to need shelter for the 
sheep, and then again it may not 
be strictly necessary until next 
month. Yet we are liable to have 
a cold, hard rain at any time and 
we should be prepared to furnish 
the stock with needed protection 
at that time. The nights will be- 
gin to get cool and a shelter to 
sleep under will be found much 
more comfortable than lying out 
in the open air. With stock of 
any kind, comfort is an important 
item in keeping them gaining at a 
small cost. And dry, warm shel- 
ter is one important item in mak- 
ing stock comfortable. One im- 
portant item in providing shelter 
for sheep is to have it dry. A wet 
place for them to stand or lay, 
either in the Summer or Winter, 
is very nuhealthy and should cer- 
tainly be avoided whenever it can 
be. The sheep shed and yard 
should always be furnished with 
good drainage, and the roof of the 
shed should be made tight. A yery 
good shed for sheep can be made 
with a tight roof and west, north 
and east parts covered up tight, 
leaving the south side open. This 
Let the 
roof slope to the north and extend 
far enough over the sides, so that 
a good gutter is banked up against 
the sides, it will aid some in keep- 
ing it dry. Having a dry place to 
stand is fully as important as a 
good roof and in planning the 
en yard take some pains to 
build the shed where good drain- 
age can be readily secured. 

Sheep ought always to have a 
yard to themselves, and should 
never, when it can be avoided, bo 
turned in with the other stock. 
Whether you only keep a few ora 
large flock, arrange to keep them 
to themselves; this will always be 
found to be the best plan, not only 
for sheep, but also for your own 
convenience, 

Store conveniently to the shed a 
good supply of bedding; this will 
aid materially in keeping them 
dry and comfortable, and if prop- 
erly managed can be made te tur- 
nish a good supply of manure. 
Sheep manure is one of the best 
we can secure, and with the farmer 
it will be found well worth the 
trouble of making and saving. 

These arrangements should all 
be made ahead. It is no good pol- 
icy to wait until we have a storm 
before commencing to build the 
shed, or until the yards become too 
filthy for comfort before securing 
the bedding; we can save consider- 
able, and often have this work dene 
much better by having it arranged 
ahead, and at any time it is needed 
it isready. The sheep should be 
allowed to run on the pastures as 
long as a supply of feed can be 
picked up, but as the pastures fail, 
a light feed in the lots should be 
given to keep the sheep in a good 
condition, and especially at this 
time of the year, and when the 
astures will not supply plenty of 
eed, the balance should be given 
in the feeding lot.
